Stetson O. Sproul, veteran Palm 
Beach county tax collector, in an 
interview published in the Palm 
Beach-Post, intimated that he may 
run for re-election again next 
spring in the Democratic primary 
election and in the November gen- 
eral election. The story, of interest 
to Mr. Sproul's hundreds of friends 
in the Glades, is being reprinted 
from the Post. It appears below: 

. “Stetson O. Sproul said Tuesday 
he will probably offer himself next 
year for an eighth four-year term 
as Palm Beach County tax col- 
lector. 

"In an interview be said, “My 
health is so much improved over 
last year that I might offer my- 
self for one more term." 

“This was a reference to an ill- 
ness early ín 1962 which hospital- 
ized him for .the second time in 
four years. Last year there had 
been growing reports that the 
veteran Courthouse official would 
retire at the end-of his present 
term. 

“Sproul was born at DeLand. 
Volusia County,.in 1898, and has 
been a resident here since 1900. He 
graduated. from Palm Beach High 
School’in“1913 and after first 
working for local banks plus a 
one-year "ital stay-in California, 
he was given clerical post in 
the county tax collector's office. 


"In 1936 Sproul succeeded in- 
cumbent tax collector, the late 
Tom ‘Campbell, after ‘defeating | 
him and two others. Except for 


1940, he has run and been elected 
unopposed ever since. 

"Sproül said that last year he 
had given some thought to retir- 
ing but now his health “is so much 
better... I'm giving some thought 
to it (making another race)." 

"Sproul is a Democrat and his 
statement comes at a time when 
Palm Beach County : Republicans 
are reported already. seeking can- 
didates for all posts which wil] be 
on the 1964 county ballot."

350 Bug Men Will 


Study Better Ways 


To Kill Insects 


ST. PETERSBURG—Some 350 
expert bug men will compare notes 
on better ways of ridding the, state 
of insects that plague man, beast 
and crops at the 46th annual 
meeting of the Florida Entomology 
Society scheduled here September 
11-13. 

Reports on the love lives of the 
germ-carrying house fly, the pesky 
eye gnat and the blood sucking 
mosquito will be evaluated by Uni- 
versity of Florida scientists, gov- 
ernment reseapehers and indust- 
rial entomologists. Their object is 
to introduce a fatal love triangle 
that would spell doom to the three 
troublesome insects. 

Ways of encouraging cannibal 
mites to devour the rust mite of 
citrus will be among the unique 
suggestions that would permit na- 
ture to fight its own battle of 
bugs.
